The hardest fighting of 
the war took place at the end of the 
week, ns an armistice wns ngreed to al- 
low attendance on the wounded and bur- 
ial of the dead. Both sides lost heav- 
ily. At any moment, however, news 
may come of General Buller's success. 
Friday will begin the fourth month of 
the siege of the garrison, which is Eeem- 
ingly In n position where it is unable to 
do anything to help Buller. 

A STUPENDOUS TASK. 

London, Feb. 28.— A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from Fietormaritzburg dat- 
ed Monday describes at considerable 
length the "enormous difficulties of Gen- 
eral Buller's task" and says: 

"The real advance began last Wed- 
nesday. The stupendous nature of the 
task was only understood when, being 
on the spot, one is able to realize what 
it means to hurl infantry at positions 
aligned in every direction with care- 
fully prepared trenches and with breast- 
works defended by invisible riflemen, 
armed with most deadly rapid-firing 
weapons and aided by quick-firing guns, 
wbieh put nil but cannon of the larg- 
est calibre into the shade." 

THE IRISH HEROES. 

Colenso, Feb. 25.— (Sunday)— In the 
attempt of the Inniskilliiigs Friday 
evening to rush the Boer position on 
Pictorshill, the Boer fire was so ter- 
rible, that when the infantry emerged 
from cover of the trees almost every 
man in the leading half of the company 
fell dead or wounded.

Free State Commancier Makes Uncon- 
ditional Surrender of His Army in 
a Pitiable Condition, 



Burghers Famished With Hunger — Bodies of Slain 
2 buried and Festering— Wounded in 
Awful Plight.

London, Feb. 27.— The war office has posted the following bulletin from 
Roberta: 

" Cronje and all his force capitulated at daybreak this morning. Hope 
Her Majesty's government consider this satisfactory, oeenring as it does on 
the anniversary of Majuba Hill." 

Press despatches give details as follows: Cronje sent an officer 
through the British lines at dawn with a flag of truce. The officer aid he 
bad a message for the British General in command. He was taken to 
Kitchener, to whom he said Cronje was willing to surrender, he having 
found his position untenable, and only defeat or capture the prospect if he 
continued to light. He wished to avoid useless shedding of blood and to 
«ave his women and children. He requested that they be given a safe con- 
duct. ; 

Kitchener granted the request so far as the women and children were 
concerned, but insisted that the surrender in all other respects be absolute- 
ly unconditional. To this Cronje agreed. 

The Boer commander at once left his laager, escorted by half a dozen 
officers, and entered the British linos. He was met by Kitchener, who im- 
mediately brought, him to tin; headquarters of Gen. Roberts. 

The greetings between the rival Generals were kindly and extremely 
sympathetic ou thejiurt of Roberts, who expressed great admiration for his 
captive, and brave and dignified on the part of Cronje. 

The condition of affairs in the camp of tha Boers is something fright- 
ful. They had run entirely out of food except trek cattle, ond these were 
eaten rapidly as they were killed by the British lire. Most of their wagons 
had been burned. 

The laager was strewn with corpses of the dead, lying in the broad 
light unburied and festering. 

The wounded were in awful plight, the hospital corps being insufficient 
to attend them, and they lay about the laager in heaps, some crying pit- 
eonsly, others shrieking in their pain, many silently enduring their agonies. 

The British troops immediately on Kilting possession of the laager were 
ordered by Roberts to devote all their attention to succoring the wounded 
and burying the dead, as well as caring for the women and children, 
who panic-stricken and in expectation of some awful punishment, could 
hardly he induced to accept kindness or aid from their conquerors. 

The British commissariat was taxed to its utmost to give immediate 
relief to the sufferers, but everything possible is being done to alleviate the ' 
condition of the captives. . 

It is believed that the surrendered force will number between 7.000 
and 8,000 combatants. Besides these there are over 2,000 women, chil- 
dren and Kaffir laborer and numbers of the Bed Cross relief cori*. 



Lieutenant-Governor Sends Letter of Dismissal 
as His Response to Unfolding of Plans 
At Midnight Visit.

Ministers in Turn Secure From House Vote of Censure 
on^His Honor and Make Parade of New 
Voting Strength. 



Scored by Influential Members of Opposition for Sacrifice of 
Principle for L 0ffice — Mr. Joseph Martin 
the New Premier. 



The Setnlin government is no more, 
the Lieutenant-Governor having yester- 
day administered the coup de grace in a 
letter of dismissal received bj the Prem- 
ier shortly before noon, and the text of 
which lie has not divulged. 

Mr. Joseph Martin has been called up- 
on and accepted the task of forming a 
new administration. He has nlready se- 
cured a portion of his cabinet material, 
and expects to be in a position to an- 
nounce the names of at least three of his 
ministers at the opening of the house 
to-day. The proceedings of this last day 
of the session will be brief to a degree, 
the house opening only to be prorogued; 
and dissolution will be announced just 
as soon ns the issuing of the necessary 
writs can be arranged. It is the inten- 
tion of Hon. Mr. Martin to go to the 
country with the very least possible de- 
lay. 

* • * 

A3 stated in the Colonist yesterday 
morning, the ministers had paid a mid- 
night visit to the Lieutenant-Governor, 
and returned so well satisfied with the 
impression they had made upon him that 
they smilingly announced a majority ot 
ten to be forthcoming when the legisla- 
ture met. Their pleasant dreams were, 
however, destined to be the evanescent 
only fruits of the plans of so fair 
promise. 

Those citizens who had time to give to 
politics after the morning's jubilation 
over Cronje's capitulation, about noon 
became possessed of a swiftly travelling 
rumor that Mr. Semlin had been dis- 
missed, and throngs were thus attracted 
to the legislature. The news proved 
true, but instead of the purely formal 
proceedings looked for in consequence, 
there was in store a spectacle probably 
unparalleled in parliamentary annals. 

In place of a brief announcement of 
dismissal, and motion for adjournment of 
the house until a government could be 
formed to direct its proceedings, Mr. 
liu presented a motion virtually of cen- 
sure of the Lieutenant-Governor, and 
for this secured the solid vote of his 
following and also the support of certain 
members of the opposition who, as they 
said, had been parties to the negotiations 
looking to a coalition. "A cabal at the 
Driard" was the description given by 
certain other members who denounced in 
unmeasured terms the idea of a govern- 
ment trafficking with men who had vot- 
ed no confidence in them, to'seeure a fur- 
ther lease of power. 

The strange proceedings of the after- 
noon ended with a vote adopting Mr. 
Semlin'a motion declaring that he has 
an effective control of the house, the pas- 
sage of a patriotic resolution, and ad- 
journment to to-day. 

• * ■ 

In consequence of the unique political 
situation, the galleries wer,e crowded to 
the limit of their capacity when Mr. 
Speaker took the chair at half-past 2. 
Prayers were read by Rev, Percivnl 
Jenus. 

HON. MB. SEMLIN then rose, amid 
expefctant silence, in which, although 
he spoke in an unusually low tone, his 
words were heard in all parts of the 
chamber. 

"Mr. Speaker," he said, "I rise to a 
question of privilege. On Friday last, I 
moved that this house be adjourned un- 
til to-day. This was in order that the 
government, which had just sustained a 
defeat in the house by a majority of 
one, might see if some arrangement could 
no be come to by which the business of 
the country might be gone on with. Such 
an arrangement was come to, ns I be- 
lieved, and I advised His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor to that effect las't 



evening. 1 informed him that the gov- 
ernment had effected an arrangement by 
which the government was assured of 
effective control of the house, and was 
ready to go ou with the despatch of 
ousinesE. This forenoon, however, I re- 
ceived a communication from His Hon- 
or to the effect that he declined to be- 
further advised by myself and my col- 
leagues, and had already sought, or 
would forthwith seek other advisers. In 
connection with this communication I 
should like to have an expression from 
the house as to whether or not I had pro- 
perly advised His Honor in reference to 
tho situation, and as to whether this 
government had effective control of the 
house. For this purpose, I beg to move 
th'j following resolution, which is second- 
ed by the lion, the Attorney-General. 

"That tliis house being fully alive to 
the great loss, inconvenience and ex- 
pense to the country of any interruption 
of the business of this house at the pre- 
sent time, begs to express its regret that 
His Honor has seen fit to dismiss his 
advisers, as in the present crisis they 
have the effective control of the house." 

1 do uot know that I need to make any 
further comment. The facts of the sit- 
uation are ns I have here represented." 

Mr. Joseph Martin — I rise to u point of 
order. ' Such a motion requires a notice 
of two days to be given. 

Mr. Speaker — This is a question of 
privilege. 

Mr. Jos. Martin — I submit that it is 
not. There is no privilege about it; it ta 
a question affecting the policy of the 
government as to which two days' notice 
must be given. 

Mr. Speaker — I shall put the motion. 
Ruling that it is a matter of privilege, 
and that the motion may be made with- 
out two days' notice. Shall the Chair 
be sustained? 

There wns a chorus of ayes; a few 
negative answers, and the names were 
called for. In the affirmative were re- 
corded those of Messrs. Baker, Turner, 
Irving, A. W. Smith, and Prentice, of 
the opposition, and the unwavering sup- 
porters of the Semlin-Cotton administra- 
tion. Neither Mr. Eberts nor Mr. 
Helmeken held up his hand. Mr. Joseph 
Martin demanded that the names be re- 
corded. 

"How does the senior member for Vic- 
toria vote?',' asked Mr. Speaker. 

"I did not hear any appeal taken," 
was the reply. "No appeal was lodged 
against your ruling, that I am aware of." 

"Yes, sir," unfd Mr. Speaker. 

"I didn't hear if." 

"How does the member for South Vic- 
toria vote?" 

There was no reply. 

"Two members have not voted," said 
Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. Helmeken again urged that there" 
had been no appeal, and that the vote of 
the house had therefore been improperly 
takeu; he in consequence declined to veto 

Mr. Speaker— Did not the hon. third 
member for Vancouver appeal against 
my ruling?" 

Mr. Martin— I never so much as men- 
tioned the subject. 

Mr. Speaker held that an appeal from 
the ruling of the Chair was the only na- 
tural sequence of the objection taken. 

Mr. Martin — Not necessarily; I never 
opened my mouth. 

Mr. Helmeken renewed his objection 
on the ground previously cited. 

Mr. Speaker— Tlie resolution is now 
before the Jionse. 

Mr. Turner — I certainly understood 
that an appeal had been taken, and voted 
that the Chair be sustained. 

Mr. Martin— The names have been ask- 
fer, Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. Prentice— If there was no vote, 
according to the third member for Van- 
couver's statement, how can he ask that 
names be recorded? 

Mr. McPhillips Tose to a new point of 
order. He held that the resolution of- 
fered by the member for Yale (Mr. Sem- 
lin) was not admissible in that it cast a 
reflection upon the sovereign, and 
therefore could not be submitted to the 
house. The Lieutenant-Governor, whom 
it wns really proposed to censure, "was 
the representative of the crown; and no 
resolution casting reflections, directly or 
indirectly, upon the crown or its repre- 
sentative could be in order. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that as a matter of 
privilege the resolution was in order.

Elahl Killed and Thirty Wounded 
But Renown Won for 
their Regiment. 



Ottawa, Fob. 27.— The cable brings 
news that eight more Canadians were 
killed and oO wounded in an engage- 
ment immediately preceding Crouje's 
surrender, and to which in Lord Rob- 
erts' official despatch this reference is 
made: 

'Taardeberg, Feb. 21.— At three 
o'clock this morning u most dashing 
advance was made t>y the Canadian re- 
giment and Engineers, supported by the 
first Gordons and Second Shropshires. 
Which resulted in our gaining a point 
six hundred yards nearer the enemy and 
eighty yards from his trenches, where 
our men entrenched and maintained a 
position till morning. It was a gallant 
deed worthy of our colonial soldiers and 
one which 1 nm glad to say was at- 
tended with comparatively slight loss. 
This apparently precipitated matters. 
At daylight a letter signed by Crcnje 
was sent in under a Hag of truce in 
which he stated he surrendered uncondi- 
tionally." 

The Governor-General has received 
the following from Lord Huberts: 

"Paardeberg, Feb. 27.- In the very 
successful attack made by the Royal 
Canadian Regiment upon the enemy's 
trenches this morning the following ca- 
sualties ocenred: 

John- 
ston, Scott, Withers, Riggs and Quinn. 
There were .'5(1 wounded."

THE FIRST ENGAGEMENT. 
London, Feb. 27.— A Daily Mail spec- 
ial says: 

Modder River, Sunday, Feb. 25.— At 
the battle of Paardeberg. otherwise call- 
ed Slinkfonteili, on Sunday, lSlh, the 
principal features were the lighting and 
self-sacrifice of the Highland Brigade, 
and the impetuous charges on the Boer 
trenches by the Cornwalls. Canadians 
and Gordons. These troops, witli two 
brigades of the !)th division, bore the 
brunt of the tight, and suffered the 
linn's share of loses. 

"The battle commenced at dawn, 
when the mounted infantry, which 
formed a screen for the advance of the 
0th division on the left, bank of the riv- 
er, came in touch with the enemy oc- 
cupying positions of advantage and en- 
gaged them. 

"Gen. Smith-Dorrien crossed the riv- 
er nt Paardeberg Drift with part of 
the Oth brigade, the other portion con- 
tinuing the attack un the other bank. 

"Fighting their way along the right 
bank the Cornwalls and Canadians 
came within reach of a Boer laager. 
Charging the trenches together they 
captured the first road, but had to re- 
tire. Here Col. Aldorworth fell with 
:t bullet in his head as he was leading 
his regiment. But at the close of the 
day, though the British losses were se- 
vere, success was achieved, for the 
Boers were cleared from all positions 
where they could hamper the British 
movements, and forced into .positions 
upon which the British guns could be 
brought to bear."

Ottawa, Feb. 27.— His Excellency has 
just received the following message 
from Mr. Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies. 

Tier Majesty the Queen desires you 
to express to the people of the Domin- 
ion her admiration of the gallant con- 
duct of her Canadian troops in the lute 
engagement, and her sorrow at Ihe loss 
of so many brave men."

The government en- 
tertains no Illusion aud, as announced In 
the House of Commons, 10,000 additional 
troops win Immediately go out ami the ef- 
fective force will be kept near 200,000. 

Lord Roberts has done more than capture 
4,000 Boers ami a few guns. He Is within 
striking distance of one of Ihe liner capi- 
tals, and Is master of a large district of 
the Free State. He has given a shock to 
Boer confidence and Immeasurably restored 
the spirit of his own troops. In captur- 
ing Cronje he has taken a leader whose 
presence alone was worth thousands to 
the Hour cause. 

Lord Roberts has not allowed the corre- 
spondence of descriptive writers wltti bloi 
to supplement his plain narrative as yet, 
and there are some points in doubt. It Is 
not clear whether the -1,000 prisoners in- 
clude those taken In small parties before 
the capitulation. What has become of the 
rest of the lioers who held the Mngers- 
fonteln lines and where are the guns? 

The smallness of Cronje's force causes 
some wonderment. The morning papers 
without exception comment on the achieve- 
ment of the liner leader and men in holding 
oil' for ten days a. force from seven to eight 
times as large as their own. Opinion Is 
far more generous in victorr than in de- 
feat. 

The military critic of the Times suggests 
that General Cronje probably burled some 
of his big guns. 

With regard to the large number of pris- 
oners, the disposing of whom presents 
some difficulty, the writer suggests that 
they be sent to St. Helena, adding: "Gen. 
Conje, according to a great precedent, 
might be accommodated with the large 
retinue he desires at Longwood."- 

\ftor advising continuance of war pre- 
paration, the Times concludes as follows: 
"But If anything could enhance the Intense 
and widespread satisfaction ot the nation 
a I the achievements of our troops, It Is the 
knowledge that the Canadian contingent 
played the principal part in the decisive 
movement which forced the stubborn Boer 
leader to own he was beaten." 

The Daily Mall says: "To the Canadians 
belong the honor of having hastened the 
Inevitable. It would be rash, however, 
to suppose the lioers will sue for peace or 
that all our difficulties are over. 

Mr. Spencer Wilkinson, reviewing Ihe 
military situation in the light of (iea. 
Cronje's capitulation, says this morning: 
"At a moderate estimate one-tenth of the 
Hoer army has been taken out of the ac- 
count by the capture of Gen. Cronje. The 
battle of Paardeberg is a miniature Sedan. 

"To-morrow the whole of Lord Roberts' 
army, say 45,000 men, will be ready Tor n 
fresh advance, If Indeed the start will not 
bo made to-day. The objective must be the 
next Boer army of importance, which is In 
Xatal. If tin; I!i ers make a .stand west of 
Illoemfontt-in so much the better. With 
15,000 men Lord Roberts may well be able 
to envelop and destroy a respectable fore 
I here. 

"The effect of the Paardeberg victor 
will probably be a move northward of th 
Boer forces south of the Orange River."'

Fortunate Tip Followed by Colo- 
nist .from Point to Point 
Across the Continent. 



Rest cf Canada Unconscious cf 
the Victory While the Citi- 
zens Here Jubilated. 



Mujuba Hill avenged, and upon the anni-

It was something after seven o'clock 
yesterday morning when Lord Robert')- 
doubly welcome bulletin was given to tin 
lirltlsh public bv the war office, li wai 
just a little earlier by the difference b 
time when the same news spread by tin 
Colonist edition..:, became generally knowi 
in Victoria, and bells ami whisiles joining 
In ihe general triumph more noisily, pro- 
claiming it throughout the awakening city, 
westernmst of the mighty Umpire. Nor 
was the proud satisfaction of Victorians In 
tbe success of the Imperial arms without 
very especial justification, for here in the 
uttermost corner of tbe Empire the glad 
tidings were first given to Canada— til 
Colonist having the great lienor of distant 
Ing every other paper of the Dominion in 
the announcement of the significant 1 
tory. How this came about may fairly 
described as ihe story of the greatest tie 
paper "scoop" of years In Western Canu 

To the general reader, knowing nothing 
and caring less perhaps, about the k 
competition of wits In the race for tlrst 
news of great events, the prestige of tb 
journalistic triumph may not be estimated 
at Its full worth- newspaper folk the world 
over will, however, appreciate file full vului 
of such a beat ns first news of Cronjc'f 
capitulation In the Dominion. 

For NO OTHER PAPER BUT Tin: COL 
OMST IN THE LENGTH AND 
'IRKADTH OF CANADA TOLD THE 
GRKAT STORY OF THE DAY YESTER- 
DAY MORXINO. 

It wns partly a matter of good fortune, 
but no less a matter of news perception. 
The "tip" which set all hands to work 
was picked up by Mr. Gibbons, and the 
fuel of Its being double-ended was a tlrst. 
guarantee of the authenticity of the wel- 
comc Intelligence. In the first place, he 
had Induced Mr. Bowness, of the Western 
Union to re-open bis oftlee at 2:15 In the 
morning to handle some special business in 
connection with the war, and by n little 
courteous use of the wires, the Western 
Union were nble to supply the Colonist 
man with the pointer that somewhere In 
the world It was known that Cronje hail 
surrendered. A -■' time afterwards the 
corroborntlvo evidence was secured that 
certain financial gentlemen bad received 
cipher telegrams to the snnie tenor. 

Then It became n case of scouring the 
world to get reliable and detailed Informa- 
matlon. Night Manager Dnvey of the C. 
P. R, was hurried back to his office, and 
Interrogations were flashed ncross the con- 
tinent. Vancouver and Winnipeg had 
hoard nothing of the great news; nor bad 
Montreal. Canso, the Atlantic cable sta- 
tion, admitted In conlldenee between oper- 
ators, that such news had flashed over the 
wire. Then It must be published— surely 
in Toronto, whose great papers have their 
own representatives with Roberts. Hut 
when the Toronto operator obligingly sent 
out for copies of tbe Globe and Mull, he 
found nothing there to reward his search. 
Then New York was secured, on a direct 
wire from Victoria, and at the end of near- 
ly three hours' campaigning the news com- 
menced to come over the wire. The wait- 
ing mechanical stair In the Colonist, made 
quick time In bundling it and the tlrst 
copies of the extra with the complete 
story left the press just In time to catch 
the Islander for Vancouver. It was one 
Of the Idggesl "scoops" in the history of 
British Columbia Journalism, and half an 
hour later bells were ringing everywhere 
to emphasize Victoria's rejoicing.

HOW VICTORIA CEIiEBTtATED. 

Decorations at Short Order— The Mayor 
Distinguishes Rimself— Signal 
Flags Play Their Part. 

It did mil lake long for Victoria to 
awaken to the news. After Ihe hells 
were sol ringing, and tile whistles joined 
I lie chorus there was no thought of sleep 
Of course nil concluded al lirsl that i 
was for Ladysinith— "Lndysniith is re- 
lieved" was oi, every lip. until the speak 
ers mel the hurrying newsboys reaping 
I heir harvest of dimes, and learned the 
news in tletuil from tin- Colonist. 

The next thought was Hags, and soon 
every building of any {.imminence was 
decorate! in festival gaiety. Not only 
were the nation's banners flaunted from 
every flagstaff, but with surprising rap- 
idity store fronts and shipping pill on 
Iheir streamers and symbolic Buery 
while those who had small Mags to dis- 
pose of could not serve customers quick- 
ly enough to satisfy the throng. 

Staid business men. grave matrons, and 
flic youth of Ihe city — both boys and 
girls— marched proudly, adorned with the 
Union .lack. Houses, horses, street cars 
were in gala garb; even favorite dogs 
were adorned with ribbons ami stream- 
ers of the well-loved colors. Out at Es- 
(iuima.lt the shipping and naval depart- 
ments showed all their colors. In the 
harbor D.G.S. Quadm set lite fashion 
that was universally followed, witli the 
signals "Well Done British," the Times 
besides making a fine display of well- 
arranged colors, nlsr, contributing a cross- 
street streamers signifying "Victory." 

Of the business houses so many were 
entitled to special mention that to par- 
ticularize is almost impossible. Perhaps 
most general attention was given to the 
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elaborate. decorations of Messrs. John 
I'tercy & Co., surrounding pictures of 
Her -Majesty and iter generals now nt 
the frout. On ail the consulates, the 
Hags of the represented nations floated 
high and free; while the festive lire- 
cracker was very much in evidence and 
a policeman who would have said a word 
as to by-law violation oil such an occa- 
sion would have courted an investigation. 

As soon as the glad news reached the 
chairman of the public school board, n 
general holiday was proclaimed for the 
little folks; and in a majority of the 
schools the teachers took occasion to ex- 
plain the meaning of the unwonted de- 
light At South Park especially the de- 
monstration was a splendid One, the 
children giving such - evidence of their 
patriotism as was good to see. There 
was a preliminary round of cheering be- 
fore school was supposed to open. The 
flag was much in evidence, unci Maurice 
Bnrham had the distinction of being call- 
ed upon to recite Klplings' splendid tri- 
bute to Lord "Hobs"; after which the 
text of Ihe commanding general's mes- 
sage homo was tend, and cheers were 
given for all the heroes of the hour. As 
a grand finale the Hag of the school was 
curried to the roof, and failing the pos- 
session of a flagstaff, two willing volun 
teers held it until their arms were tired. 

Some time before noon, Mayor Ilay- 
ward's quick organization in 'the city's 
behalf was evidenced by the appearance 
of the band, while the following telegram 
was despatched to Lord Lniisdowne, 
-Minister for War: 

Marquis of Lausdowne, War Office, 
London: 

Citizens of far west Victoria, British 
Columbia, send hearty congratulations on 
f-iiccos of British army, and rejoice that 
Canada participated with other portions 
of the Enipro in ihe splendid result, 
which they hope is u harbinger of glor- 
ious peace. 

('HAS. LIAYWAHD, Mayor. 

The bnnd, accompanied by a dense, 

cheering crowd, made the round of Gov- 
i niment and other main thoroughfares, 
playing only such airs as fitted the great 
occasion— God Save the Queen, Utile 
Britannia, Soldiers of the Queen, and 
the Maple Leaf Forever, the 'latter coin- 
ing in particularly apropos as the Col- 
onist oilier wns serenaded, and ihe news 
was given mil of the lighting of the 
Canadians at Paardeberg. The halts 
were made til Government street, the 
United Stales consulate, the Times and 
Colonist offices, ihe lire hall, and the 
city hull, Mayor Hay ward making a neat 
little speech at the latter point, eminent- 
ly suiting the occasion. 

I" the later afternoon, the visiting 
minstrels contributed their shore to the 
prevalent enthusiasm, and fireworks a 
band concert, ami other incidentals fn the 
evening attested the enthusiasm of the 
populace,

The Railway 

By-Law Meeting 



Good Audience Hear Arguments 
For and Against Last 
Evening. 



Lively Passage at Arms Be- 
tween Speakers Affords 
Some Amusement, 



Despite tlie general Joy prevailing In the 
city last evening at the war news and t lie 
defeat of the government a fairly good 
crowd assembled at the city hall to listen 
to speeches regarding the Victoria & Chll- 
llwack Hallway by-law, which the citizens 
will vote on to day. The matter was 
threshed out In all Its details by the speak- 
ers for and against the project, and the pro- 
ceedings were enlivened by a little scene 
between Mr. Cassldy and Mr. Belyea, who 
at one time nearly came to blows. The dif- 
ficulty was smoothed over by the tact of 
Hit, Worship Mayor Hayward, who presid- 
ed; and a resolution, moved by the secre- 
tary, Mr. A. It. Eraser, was finally passed 
pledging support to the project. 

Mr. llenouf, the first speaker, explained 
how the agitation for the project came 
about up to the date of the Introduction of 
the by-law In the council. lie described 
how It was proposed to utilize the V. & 
S. railway In the scheme. It was Intended 
to operate two steam ferries from Sidney 
past Stuart Island, of the San Juan group, 
around Kaat Island to White rock. Taking 
the map Mr. llenouf explained the Intend- 
ed operations of the new line and Its ad- 
vantages. Three transcontinental roads 
would be tapped. Taking up the financial 
feature the speaker explained In detail 
the appropriations which would be made 
for the various portions of the proposed 
system— a total of $1,500,000. T. W. Puter- 
son, supposed to control the V. & S. road, 
had given equal attention to the scheme, 
lie had said to him, "You know the propo- 
sition. Will you sell for SloO.OGOr' "Yes," 
he said, "that Is ample." I'erhap.s It would 
cost more than the estimate made to bring 
It Into town, but It was better to submit 
generous figures, here was no Intention 
of enriching Mr. Patet-Ron. 

The scheme which was before the people 
was put forward by a few citizens desir- 
ous of seeing Victoria take her proper 
place among the commercial centres. Mr. 
llenouf then explained the nature of the 
appropriations which would hi' expected 
from the municipalities and the Dominion 
and Provincial governments. lie bad as- 
surances from the municipalities that there 
would be no difficulty In getting the right- 
of-way. Taking up the by-law, he explain- 
ed one or two clauses, showing how the 
scheme Is to be financed and how charters 
were to be obtained. In view of the un- 
settled condition politically It was thought 
unwise to apply for a charter at this time. 
In regard to the city taking the stock, he 
thought that the corporation would not 
be asked for a 5 cent piece until the com- 
pany had In Its treasury ?300,000. Another 
clause In the by-law provided for the se- 
curing of the Victoria ifc Sidney railway- 
that was absolutely essential to any 
scheme. Other advantages of the scheme 
as shown In the by-law were dilated upon 
by the speaker. The road must be built In 
three years from the passage of the by- 
law and the boat ready for operatloa. lie 
thought that once connection was estab- 
lished with a transcontinental road other 
roads will follow. 

Mr. llenouf concluded by exhorting the 
ratepayers to think It over carefully and 
vote for the by-law If they thought the 
scheme a good one for the city. It was 
only by united nctl«n that the project 
could be successfully consummated, as 
much work had to be done even after the 
by-law was passed. 

A. L. Belyea, Q.C., the next speaker, 
was much in favor of the project, though 
he would have liked to have seen some of 
the opponents of the scheme present so 
that he could have replied to them. The 
promoters of the scheme had "been called 
boodlers. There was not a word of truth 
in that, as those behind It were actuated 
by purely patriotic motives in regard to 
the city's interests. The time has come 
when Victoria must take a step forward, 
and If the citizens think the scheme a good 
one they should go to the polls and sup- 
port It. He spoke of the flank movements 
that were made to Injure the selieme. He 
did not think the other proposals which 
had been made were worthy of much at 
tentlon. There are many people la 
city opposed to the scheme of course 
the main opposition came from those 
had a special purpose to serve, 
id the «cfcnr>>.<? from tit

which had appeared in the columns of the 
the Colonist. One reason why the road 
should be -built was that the building of It 
would conduce to the success of other -pro- 
jects. Victoria existed chiefly because of 
the high character of Us financial instiitu- 
•tlons, but something must be done to main- 
tain its position. 

Mr. Robert Cassldy next took the plat- 
form. He thought the scheme required 
some consideration He criticized the con- 
struction of the by-law. He contended that 
It provided that the city should subscribe 
$500,000 for stock In the company, subject 
to the condition that the company shall bc- 
reouired to hnve raised $:!00,0<X>. He thought 
this Implied that the company Bhouttl lie 
required to purchase the Victoria & Sid- 
ney railway at Its own price. He read 
from the by-law. proving this point. 

Mr. llenouf— I have In my possession Mr. 
Paterson's optl — 

Mr. Cnsshlv— What Is It? 

Mr. Henotif-I am not at liberty to tell. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Cassldy proceeded to prove his point, 
bis remarks being received with applause.

That one feature In the by-law was enough 
to damn It. He disagreed with Mr. Belyea 
that Victoria was a city of mossbneks. It 
was full of hope. (Hear, hear.) All were 
only too anxious to do somethluk to bene- 
fit the city. (Applause.) They were enter- 
prlslng people In every sense of the word. 
He spoke of the many advantages which 
Victoria possessed In her geographical posi- 
tion. Our efforts should he to build up the 
trade which nature has given us. But sup- 
posing the railway scheme was the beat 
I in the world, the citizens were nsked to 
. shut their eyes and see what was given 
them. (Laughter and applause.) In his 
opinion It ought to be the policy, of the 
1 municipalities mid governments to agree 
'upon railway schemes nnd then cad for 
tenders for the construction of the roads. 
! He would vote against the by-law for the 
reasons he had stated. (Applause.) It was 
not a fair proposition. Regarding Mr. 
Hely oa's remarks. It was a libel to say that 
Victoria was a city of mossbaeks. (Loud 
I applause.) 

| Aid. Beckwith, as a representative of 
I the city, did not propose to undertake 
the agitation for the passage of the by- 
law, but he thought It In the public Inter- 
est to advocate It at the council board. Mr. 
Cassldy came here and made person.il re- 
marks. 

Mr. Cassldy— I deny It. I took the by- 
law nnd read from that. (Applause.) 

Aid. Beckwith— It is evident you knew 
nothing about, it. 

Aid. Beckwith then proceeded with a 
lengthy defence of the scheme. Mr. 1'utor- 
son agrees to a price not exceeding $130,- 
000. 

Mr. Cassldy— That Is the agreement then? 
Aid. Beckwith— Yes. 

Mr. Cassldy — Then we have got It pinned 
down. 

The speaker then proceeded with a de- 
fence of the project and those who were 
responsible for bringing It before the pub- 
lic. 

Mr. llenouf, in answer to Mr. Cassldy, 
explained he had asked Mr. Paterson re- 
garding the purchase price of the V. A- S. 
road, no had got a figure in writing, but 
could not divulge It. 

Mr. Cassldy— Give us the figures. 

Mr. Paterson (rising In the audience)— 
Mr. llenouf, you are at pprfnet liberty to 
state the figure. (Applause.) 

Mr. llenouf, proceeding, then explained 
that the road could be purchased fur $25,- 
000. (Applause.) 

Mr. Cassldy then Inquired whether the 
road ever paid. 

Mr. Kenouf explained that as far as he 
knew it had not. 

Some discussion then ensued as to the 
value of the road nnd the mortgages which 
It carries. 

Mr. Cassldy then took the platform and 
further criticized the section of the ny- 
law dealing with the Victoria & Sidney 
railway. 

T. W. I'aterson, being called for, then 
came forward. He explained the position 
of his company In the matter. He requir- 
ed ?2.-j,000 for the road, and so Informed 
the promoters. He had alwnys contended 
that It was foolish for Victoria to build the 
road If It was only intended to operate it 
the distance which Is now built. If the 
road were extended It would unquestion- 
ably be a paying property and the city he 
relieved of a burden, the speaker Offering 
lengthy arguments In defence of his con- 
tention, lie was not asking the public 
to take the road off his bands— had never 
done so; bat If they could go ahead with 
the scheme they would have a very valu- 
able asset, no had confidence in the future, 
nnd believed ultimately, whether the road 
was acquired or not by the city, it would 
be n paying property. He was sure none 
of those who were behind the project had 
any prospect of reaping direct benefit. He 
explained the scheme In Its various phases 
and the advantages which would accrue to 
the city from Its consummation. Mr. Pater- 
son pointed out how great a portion of the 
trade of the Frnser valley could be gut by 
the construction of the road. On the Eras- 
er was to be found the best agricultural 
land la Canada. Ten years ago Victoria 
had nearly the whole of the business of 
that spot Ion; now there was really nothing 
done here. As to the arguments that Vic- 
toria was progressive, he was sorry to say 
It did not compare with Vancouver for a 
moment. And as to the large wholesale 
trade that Victoria did, be contended this 
was mnlnly due to the ability of the mer- 
chants here to carry their customers longer 
than their rivals in other cities; and so 
long as Victoria Is content with the pres- 
ent system of transportation so long would 
he remain In the background. Mr. Pator- 
on then dealt with the growth of the 
trade on the Pacific nnd drew n glowing 
picture of the future which Victoria might 
have If she stretched out her arm for the 
Increased trade which would surely fol- 
low. Victoria could be made the best dis- 
tributing point on the Coast. It remained 
for the people to say If this should be 
done. 

Mr. Cassldy asked what was the mortgage 
Indebtedness, and Mr. I'aterson replied 
speaking, It was $i00,ooo. 
asked a series of i|uestloas, 
which were all answered. 

Mr. Frnser moved a resolution endorsing 
the scheme nnd pledging support. 

Mr. Geo. A. Campbell wanted to know 
what the new company would assume. 

Kenouf explained that the holders of 
the first mortgage would hold the road at 
the end of 17 years. An argument on rlio 
financial aspect of the proposition then en- 
tied, participated In by Mr. Kenouf, Mr. 
Jnssidy, Mr. Campbell nnd Mr. Paterson. 
After a long argument Mr. Belyea came 
n the platform with the remark that he 
•'had got Mr. Cassldy exactly where he 
wanted him." Mr. lielypa proceeded to 
roast Mr. Cassldy, and great uproar en- 
sued, Mr. Cassldy standing up, shaking his 
fist nnd asserting he would not stand any 
of Mr. Belyea's Impertinence. After u 
great uproar, .Mr. Cassldy resumed his seat 
at the request of the Mayor, and Mr. Bel- 
yea proceeded to defend Mr. Paterson nnd 
the Victoria & Sidney railway from the 
charge made by Mr. Cassldy that tliey had 
-done up" the province and the city. 

Mr. Cassldy again took the platform and 
explained he did not Intend attributing 
Improper motives to anyone. He then 
again repeated what he had Intended to 
convey. 

The Mayor explained that A. J. McLel- 
Inn had vnlned the rop.d for the Davie gov- 
ernment, at $180,000, 

To this Mr. Paterson replied, from the 
end of the ha 1 ,!, baying he did not consider

After 
showing how Kimberley had been de- 
fended by citizens, of whom 120 Lad 
been killed or wounded, and thanking 
Gen. French for his gallant ride. Rhodes 
closed by brilliantly asserting, "We have 
done our duty in preserving anil protect- 
ing the greatest commercial asset in the 
world, Her Majesty's Hag."

Although there will bo many sad 
hearts in Canada to-day because of the 
new names added to the roll of honor 
of those who have fallen on the field of 
battle, the great heart of the people 
will be deeply moved by the knowledge 
that our boys have shown themselves, 
no! only lit to fight side by side with 
the very flower of the British Army, 
hut worthy of being chosen by such 
commanders as Roberts and Kitchener 
to lead the way in what proved to 
he the final move upou Cronje's en- 
trenchments. They must have shown 
in the battle of Sunday a tfeck ago that 
they have the true soldier's instinct; 
that they are fit for deeds calling for 
dash, courage and intelligent work. We 

have hitherto associated the Black 
Watch, the Gordons, the Seal'orth 
Highlanders and a few others with 
deeds where a charge into the very 
jaws of death was called for, and now 
side by side with these glorious names 
will be enrolled that of the Royal Can- 
adians. We are told that when the story 
of their gallant deed was read in the 
House of Parliament in London there 
was enthusiastic and prolonged cheer- 
ing. To be a Canadian is a mark 
of honor wherever the English language 
is spoken. 

It is impossible to correctly measure 
the effect of Cronje's surrender upon the 
enemy. The numerical loss of men is 
considerably, for with killed, wounded 
captured and dispersed it must reach 
close to 10,000 since the relief of Kim- 
berley. The loss of munitions of war 
is very large, and the enemy can ill- 
span; the guns that have fallen into our 
hands. But greater even than these 
must he the moral damage inflicted, 
and scarcely of less importance is the 
object lesson taught by the kindness 
with which the captured foe and their 
women and children are treated. It 
would he unwise for anyone to cherish 
the idea that this surrender will end 
the war. There must be a great donl 
of light left yet in the enemy and 
doubtless before Bloemfontein is cap- 
tured there will be some very sharp 
work. Cronje's surrender took place at 
about one-third of the distance between 

Kimbcrley and the Free State capi- 
tal, or say about sixty miles from the 
latter point. French has covered a very 
considerable part of the intervening dis- 
trict, and it is probable that a very 
considerable part of Roberts' force has 
advanced well on the way. 

o ■ 

A SPLENDID EXPRESSION. 

Victoria probably never in her his- 
saw another day such as yesterday, and 
those people who say that the hearts 
of her citizens are cold and unrespon- 
sive to sentiment must alter their opin- 
ion. The news of Cronje's surrender, 
made known to the people of Victoria 
by means of a notable journalistic feat, 
set the citizens early afoot and before 
the morning was half over enthusiasm 
had reached fever heat. Men, women 
and children united in rejoicing, and 
the deafening cheers which arose at 
short intervals came from hearts sur- 
charged with loyalty. It was a splen- 
did exhibition of public sentiment, anil 
one that cannot fail to do a great deal 
of good by stirring the hearts of the 
people to their utmost depths. This is 
a most excellent thing, and we will all 
be the more loyal subjects of the Queen 
and better citizens of the Empire by 
reason of it. Tin; day will be memor- 
able, and although there will doubtless 
be oilier occasions when the feeling of 
the people will find vent in rejoicing, 
there can hardly lie one when there will 
be such glorious spontaneity. 



, THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

The course for which the Colonist has 
contended has been followed and British 
Columbia has been given a new minis- 
try. Much feeling was expressed by 
members of the defeated government 
and their supporters al the action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, hut we believe 
His Honor's action in throwing upon 
the voters the responsibility of settling 
the crisis existing in the province will 
be endorsed by the people. Whether or 
not he has been judicious in tin selec- 
tion of his advisers can only Ik; deed- 
ed when their policy lias been aii.-joiinc- 
ed. Until this has been matured the 
Colonist will suspend Us judgment, and 
it asks the public to follow its example. 

We had hoped that His Honor would 
wee his way clear to surround himself 
with ministers who would have been 
able to form i?. government out of the 
present house, but the events of the 
past day of two probably rendered that 
impossible. It. was a very unfortunate 
, .thing, we submit,' that the line of ac- 



tion recommended by the Colonist to 
its friends in the house was not fol- 
lowed and that a suggestion of coali- 
tion under Air. Somlin was even for a 
moment thought to be within the range 
of what might happen. As soon as it 
became known that something of this 
kind might be brought about, the lines 
of cleavage existing in the house be- 
came shattered and the course recom- 
mended by the Colonist became one 
that it was extn tnely difficult to car- 
ry out. It was because we so felt that 
wo indicated in these columns yesterday 
that the province was on the eve of 
an entirely new departure in our poli- 
tics. 

We do not feel disposed to enter at 
any great length into the events leading 
up to the change of government. The 
sooner some of these are forgotten the 
better for all concerned. This is not 
the time for looking backward. The 
eyes of the people are looking forward. 
The voters are not as much concerned 
with wiiat has been done as with what 
is going to be done. Great interests de- 
pend upon the lino of policy which the 
new ministry may inaugurate. We 
wait with anxiety to learn what it will 
be. 

YESTERDAY'S DISCUSSION. 

The debate in the house yesterday 
over Mr. Semlin's resolution was an ex- 
traordinary one, and we doubt if a pre- 
cedent can be found for it. It is not of- 
ten that a government Buds itself dis- 
missed while the house is in session. 
We doubt if such a case ever occurred 
before. The government was defeated 
on Friday. Their duty then was to lay 
its resignation before the Lieutenant- 
Governor and leave him free to act, 
but they did not do this. They sought 
to hold office at any cost. They sought 
to gain new support from the opposition 
and believed they had done so. Then 
they went to the Lieutenant-Governor 
and told him they could carry on. but 
were promptly told to get out. Hence 
Mr. Senilin, when the house met, in- 
stead of being able to announce that in 
deference to the vote of the house 
he had placed his resignation and 
that of his colleagues in the hands of 
the Lieutenant-Governor was obliged to 
confess his dismissal. If the other course, 
the only constitutional course, the only 
course for which there is any precedent, 
had been taken, the country would have 
been spared the extraordinary and wholly 
reprehensible spectacle presented by the 
house yesterday. Instead of doing this 
the government intrigued for support 
from the opposition and then came be- 
fore the house and made the humiliating 
confession that they had been dismissed, 
Lust for office degrades every man af- 
fected by it. 

Having waited to be dismissed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, Mr. Setnlin came 
down and asked what was practically a 
vote of censure on the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. It WPS carried by the aid of 
three opposition votes, one of them be- 
ing that of a gentleman who has been 
hitherto in active opposition, but who 
has already announced hi.s intention to 
retire from public life in this province. 
We do not see how Lieut. -Col. Baker 
can possibly justify the course be has 
taken, but this makes very little differ- 
ence now. We are surprised that Mr. 
Helracken and Mr. Irving have voted 
that the late ministry was in control of 
the house. 

Complaint was made that the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor had treated the house with 
scant courtesy. The scantiness was en- 
tirely on the side of the house. Mr. Setn- 
lin asked until Monday night to decide 
what, course he should take, and look 
the whole of the time to do so, and be- 
cause within two hours after the gov- 
ernment had been dismissed the new 
ministry was not announced, great cry 
went up against the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. We think the criticism of His 
Honor's course whs utterly without war- 
rant. 

Mr. Semlin's resolution was highly im- 
proper in itself. It was generally under- 
stood that several gentlemen, who had 
previously co-operated with the opposi- 
tion, had undertaken on certain specified 
conditions to vote with the late govern- 
ment. This agreement, was either con- 
fidential or conditional. If it was con- 
fidential, Mr. Senilin had no right to 
expect those gentlemen to vote with him 
on such a motion: if it was conditional, 
it was utterly unfair— it was wholly in- 
decent, to expect them to rise in their 
places and vote for him without a state- 
ment from him of the conditions upon 
which their votes had been promised 
him. It was the grossest betrayal of 
political confidence that has ever come 
under our knowledge. 

Some difference of opinion seemed to 
exist as to the liberty of debate so far 
as the action of the Lieutenant-Governor 
is concerned. We think the rule is very 
clear. A discussion of the constitutional 
principles involved in the exercise of the 
prerogative may properly take place in 
the fullest way, but it is wholly irregular 
to discuss the motives of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, to attack him personally or to 
pass any vole of censure upon him. The 
principle of these exceptions is plain 
enough. It is found in the old maxim, 
"The King can do no wrong." The 
Lieutenant-Governor cannot act except 
through the advice of some responsible 
minister; he cannot defend himself 
against attack. His course can be dis- 
cussed, but only after some minister 
rises in his place in the house, states the 
reasons of His Honor's action, accepts 
the responsibility of them and under- 
takes to justify them. Then there can 
be Hie freest discussion, save and except 
there must never be in the house any 
personal at lack upon him. Such attacks 
may be made, if any one feels called 
upon to make them, outside of the house, 
but except his conduct has been pal|>- 
ably unfair and unjustifiable, no one hav- 



ing due respect to the institutions of the 
country would think of making them. 

There was much complaint that the 
business of the country had been de- 
layed, but the fault certainly lay tit the 
door of the late government. Tliere has 
been ample time, even since the situa- 
tion became .acute, to dispose of all the 
private hills before the house, and as to 
public bills, the only measures of this 
kind that are of any importance were in 
the nature of acts of death-bed repent- 
ance, and never would have been thought 
of if the late government had not felt 
that defeat stared them ia the face if 
they withheld them. 

A FINE TRIBUTK. 

We are in receipt of a copy of a poem 
entitled "Our Testament." by Clive 
Phillipps-Wolloy, written "in memory 
of our dead at Modder River, February 
21st, 1900." Mr. Wolley, in a note ac- 
companying the poem, says: 

"I am bringing out a small book of 
verses to commemorate the death of our 
Canadians at Modder River, and even 
more that which was bought with their 
lives. 

"I hold that the blood shed by Can- 
ada has set the seal forever upon that 
union of Greater Britain which we have 
all been talking about and praying for, 
and 1 hope that this verse of mine (poor 
as it may bet will suggest this fact to 
some one who might otherwise over- 
look it, and act as a souvenir of our 
men and of that which their deaths 
have done. 

"The proceeds are to gq to patriotic 
funds connected with the South African 
war." 

Mr. Wolley also mentions that orders 
for copies of the poem should be sent 
to him at Victoria, and that remittances 
should be in the name of G. Gillespie, 
Esq,, manager of the Bank of British 
Columbia, here. The price of the poem 
is 25 cents a copy. 

We regret not being at liberty to re- 
print this very admirable poem, but the 
copyright prevents, even if it would be 
advisable to do so and thus interfere 
with its sale for the very laudable ob- 
ject nimed at by its author. The sen- 
timent running through it is that the 
men who died at Modder River sealed 
with their blood an irvefragible bond 
between the Colonies and the Umpire. 
The thought is well wrought out in the 
ten stanzas, each of which is a gem by 
itself. In his note above quoted Mr. 
Wolley speaks of the poem as commem- 
orative of tbi" deeds of Can- 
adians, but the verses themselves are 
more catholic in their scope. They ap- 
ply to every part of the Empire, even 
the Mother Country itself, with equal 
appropriateness. It is true that he 
speaks only of "the Saxon heart of 
Greater Britain," but Greater Britain 
now includes the United Kingdom as 
well as those lands beyond tin; sea to 
which Sir Charles Dilke first applied 
the title. The unity to whose verity 
the blood shed at Modder River testi- 
lies, embraces till British lands. These 
verses are so timely, are conceived in 
so true and noble a spirit, and clothed 
in such ringing language that we look 
for a circulation for them second only 
to that attained by Kipling's "Absent- 
Minded Beggar." We commend the 
poem to the attention of everyone, not 
only for the lesson it teaches, but for 
the object to which it has been so gen- 
erously contributed. 



The Times says that the new advisers 
of the Lieutenant-Governor will not be 
a constitutional government until their 
selection has been ratified by the people.

QUEER DOINGS AT HAZELTON. 

Sir; Through the hospitality of your 
valuable paper we hope to make known 
the following: 

The 'town of Hazclton, which is gra- 
dually becoming important, is, unfortu- 
nately surrounded by an Indian reserve 
which touches it on every side except 
that of the river Skcena, so that all 
ways out of town, except, of course, 
that of tin; river, lay through tin; re- 
serve, The town being small, and very 
near the inhabited part of the reserve, 
there is naturally and, indeed, unavoid- 
ably, constant intercourse— but of an 
amicable nature — between the whites 
and Indiana. 

It would appear that on the night of 
the 2,'lrd instant a white man happen- 
ed to be in one of the houses on the 
reserve. Suddenly and without warn- 
ing he was seized by the Indians— sent 
for the purpose by the Indian agent- 
conveyed to a private lock-up some- 
where on the agent's premises, tried 
next morning in the agent's house pri- 
vately, the prisoner having requested 
and been refused permission to send for 
one more of bis friends, and was con- 
demned, after having been urged to 
plead guilty of having been on the re- 
serve, to pay a line of $100 or serve 
two months in jail. AH this was done 
without any reference whatever to the 
justice of the peace living in the town, 
who. it is presumed by the inhabitants 
of Hiizelton, is the proper authority to

An order of the provincial hov ,r( ^ ot 
health, approved by His Honor the _'ieu- 
tenant-Governor-in-council, he 15th du'J' 
of February, I'JOO, provides that the 
smallpox regulations adopted in 189G are 
now in force. The clauses iu regard to 
vaccination read as follows: 

It shall be incumbent upon local boards 

1 health to arrange suitable times and 
places for vaccination, and to give pub- 
lic notice thereof. 

It is now deemed necessary, and is 
hereby ordered, that teachers iu public 
cliools and high schools or colleges shall 
require a certificate ot successful vac- 
illation from each child attending at 
uch school or college, or a certificate 
that such child is at that present time in- 
susceptible to vaccination. The certifi- 
cates shall be presented on demand to 
the teacher or other proper authority. 

Penal clause (sec. 01, Health Act) : 
Provides that any person who violates 
any regulation of the provincial board 
shall, unless it is otherwise specially pro- 
vided, be liable for every such offence to 
a line not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
with or without costs, or to imprison- 
ment, with or without hard labor, for a 
term nut exceeding six months, or to 
both tine and imprisonment, in the dis- 
cretion of the convicting court. 

Notice of the enforcement of the com- 
pulsory vaccination regulations has been 
given by all the teachers in the public 
chools, and as a consequence local prac- 
titioners are busy decorating the arms of 
the children witli the pretty little spots 
which indicate that they are, as far as 
medical science can provide, immune 
from an outbreak of the dread complaint. 

The city board of health is in nowise 
responsible for the issuance of the order 
making the vaccination of the school 
children compulsory, it being solely tiie 
act of the provincial board of health. 

There is little danger of tin outbreak 
of the disease in Victoria, the city being 

markably free from infectious com- 
plaints.

COMMITTED FOR TRIAL, 

Decision of the Magistrate iu the Alleged 
Libel Case. 

C. Wentworfh Sard, the responsible 
head of the Kamloops Standard, was 
yesterday morning committed for trial 
in the higher court by Police Magistrate 
Hall for the publishing of the defama- 
tory libel on His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

At the outset of the proceedings, the 
defendant in the case, at whose request 
the adjournment bad been taken, stated 
to the court that his counsel had been 
too busily engaged in politics lo attend, 
but had advised him to leave the matter 
in the hands of His Honor. Mr. Sarel 
stated he would not call witnesses, nor 
go into the witness box himself, as he 
did not nee that any evidence had been 
presented calling for rebuttal. Deputy 
Attorney-General McLean was exceed- 
ingly brief in bis summing up; ho claim- 
ed that publication had been duly proved, 
and that by his own admission the de- 
fendant Sarel was the responsible party. 
"I think that in this case," Magistrate 
Hall said in disposing of it so far as he 
is concerned, "that it is decidedly a case 
for the upper court. There is sufficient 
evidence here, I think, to warrant the 
committnl of the defendant for trial, and 
loo much evidence to justify me in dis- 
missing the case. I am therefore bound 
in this case to commit. Outside of the 
evidence of the admissions by the de- 
fendant, which in itself is a very import- 
ant piece of evidence, the testimony of 
Mr. Young practically fixes the editor- 
ship of the Standard newspaper upon the 
defendant. This witness was asked the 
question. 'He. Mr. Sarel, acts as the 
editor of that paper'.'' 'Yes, 1 believe 
so.' 'The Mr. Sarel who is the defend- 
ant in this case'/' 'Yes,' 

"The evidence taken in connection 
witli the admissions makes it impossible 
for me to dismiss the ease." 

The defendant was informed that he 
was nominally in the custody of the pro- 
vincial police, and application for bail 
will necessarily have to be made to a 
judge of the Supreme court. Later in 
the day this suggested course was adopt- 
ed.

THE SOLDIERS' INSURANCE. 

Help Prom Two Quarters For Depend- 
ants of < 'iinadians Killed at 
M odder River. 

Considerable speculation has been in- 
dulged in locally since the first receipt 
of news of the Victoria heroes killed in 
the Modeler River fight of ten days ago, 
as to whether or not the relatives of the 
dead, nnd wounded soldiers themselves 
would share in the insurance benefits ar- 
ranged by the unknown philanthropist 
represented by Sir Charles Tupper. This 
question is now answered in the affirma- 
tive by the authorities nt Ottawa, and 
it is stated that not only will an insur- 
ance of $1,000 he paid to the next of kin 
of each of those killed in the nation's 
cause, but proportionate insurance will 
be paid to the injured who may have 
been permanently disabled; and at the 
same time the Dominion government 
will make allowance — no doubt upon an 
equally liberal basis— for the bereaved or 
the injured. Notice is now being given 
that those who may have been depend- 
ant upon the absent soldiers, and in con- 
sequence require assistance, that they 
have only to send in statements of their 
cases, either directly or by friends, pro- 
perly certified by any responsible citizens, 
and immediate relief will be given from 
the federal treasury. The author of the 
soldiers' fund insurance, with the mod- 
esty that distinguishes true philanthropy, 
has never lifted the veil from his iden- 
tity, while assuming the enormous cost 
of $1; 000,000 insurance at war premium*

Mr. Martin— Well, now, Mr. Speaker, 
J .will, appeal from your ruling" (ou. the 
matter ot the two days' notice), 

Mr. .Turner thought that such an ap- 
peal now was out of order. A mistake 
had, been. made in the takiug the named, 
hut it was clearly to he seen how it had 
occurred. Other business had been pro- 
ceeding, and he was on his l'ect ro speak 
to the resolution, which had been declar- 
ed hv the Chair to be in order. 

Mr. Speaker— 1 have ruled that it is 
in order. 

Mr. Martin— Well, then, 1 appeal from 
that ruling. 

The Chair was sustained on a division, 
Messrs. Irving, McBride, Baker, Turn- 
er, and Prentice this time voting with the 
so-called straight government members. 

Again neither Mr. Hclmcken nor Mr. 
Kherts voted. 

"How does the senior member for Vic- 
toria city vote this time'.'" asked Mr. 
Speaker. 

Mr. Heluieken replied that he was not 
going to, oast his vote until lie knew pre- 
cisely What he was voting on. 

Mr. Henderson thought that Mr. 
.Speaker's ruling that the resolution was 
in order , effectually disposed of all the 
arguments .which had thus far been 
raised s.guinst it. 

Mr. Speaker pointed out that no de- 
bate could .arise upon an appeal. 

"NAMKS, Names," culled Mr. Mar- 
tin. "1 insist on names." 

Capt. Irving hud always understood 
that it was .the rule of the house that 
when a member did not vote his vote 
should he counted in the affirmative, 

Mr. Higgins -said that it was the par- 
liamentary rule, he understood, that 
"when any lion, member does not vote, 
be has to vote." (Laughter. 

Mr. Hclmcken idbservcd that as he had 
to vote, therefore, although he didn't 
know what the point of order was he 
was voting on, he would give his vote in 
the negative. 

Mr. Bberts said that, as one who did 
not vote, ho claimed that there was no 
precedent for such .proceedings as were 
now being -taken. 'The house was asked 
to vote on a question of privilege which 
had been .declared to be in order. Be- 
fore he voted, he would ask Mr. Speaker 
to show some reason or authority for his 
remarkable ruling. He hail had some 
little parliamentary experience, but he 
certainly had never hoard of any rule 
that could be cited in justification. 

Mr. Speaker said that the only point 
now at issue was as to how the lion, 
member voted. He believed that there 
was a rule to the effect that n member 
not voting shouUi be counted in the af- 
firmative. 

Mr. Martin— But I insist; I want the 
names. 

The division was thereupon read out, 
the Chair being sustained by 215 to 12, 
according to the clerk's declaration. 

Mr. Martin— But the hon. senior mem- 
ber for Victoria city is not counted. He 
distinctly said that he voted in the nega- 
tive. 

Mr. Helmckcn's vote was then count 
ed and the division returned to 13. 

Upon the main question being put. 

MR. TURNER proceeded to elabor- 
ate his reasons for voting that the 
Speaker be sustained in his ruling that 
this question of privilege was to he hold 
inorderyir It had been objected to that 
this question of privilege had 'added to 
it a resolution which required two days' 
dor the peciliar cireustances ; thore were 
very good reasons why a gentleman in 
the position of the Premier should rise 
and explain CO the -house the position in 
which ho found himself in relation to 
tire house and the country. Without a 
vote in the house he could not see how 
a decision could be properly arrive 1 at. 
lie was himself in a somewhat difficult 
position— a peculiar position— in regard 
to this resolution. Everyone was well 
aware of tha position he was in in 
IS'.IS, and it might possibly be inferred 
that his action in the present case was 
dictated by personal fooling against His 
Honor. This he emphatically denied. 
The people and the house should know 
their constitutional position. They 
should know if, when the government 
had control, the Lieutenant-Governor 
might, at his own sweet will, dismiss 
such au administration. Although the 
gentlemen opposite had at one time— on 
the occasion of his own (Mr. Turner's) 
dismissal— condoned by silence, if not 
by direct statement, the position which 
they now sought the house to condemn 
—this was no argument that such was 
the proper course. Reading the resolu- 
tion, Mr. Turner proceeded to say that 
of course in its reference to the govern- 
ment or the late government ho could 
not support the whole of the resolution, 
lie would say, however, that there was 
every renson to believe that the late 
government or the present government, 
or whatever it might be termed, its posi 
lion being a most anomalous one, was 
in the position to enrry out such legisla- 
tion as the country required and de- 
manded should be carried int. Certain 
legislation had boon enacted that had 
been proved most injurious to the coun- 
try, most detrimental to the progress 
of the country. Ho believed that that 
legislation could now be changed as to 
remedy abuses existing at the present 
time and ensure a return of prosperity 
throughout the province. This being 
the case, he believed that sufficient sup- 
port would be accorded to the govern- 
ment in the present house to enable such 
very necessary and desirable legislation 
to go on. There should be no check at 
the present crisis. Everyone was aware 
that the country had been suffering 
through mistaken legislation, and the 
only wny in which existing disastrous 
conditions might he remedied was by the 
adoption in the house, as speedily ns 
possible, of desirable corrective legisla- 
tion. There was every reason to be- 
lieve that, such legislation should be 
carried out with the least possible de- 
lny— nothing contentions, but the legis- 
lation which nil would agree to be ne- 
cessary. He thought supplies should 
be voted, this legislation adopted and 
the house then dissolved. He could not 
support the whole of the resolution 
brought forward by the Premier, but 
while he could see that the govern- 
ment, or the late government, was in a 
position to control a working majority 
upon such an understanding as he had 
indicated, it was not to be expected that 
the country would believe that the gov- 
ernment had effected such a coalition 
as would enable them to effectively car- 
ry out the desirable reforms. Of course 
ho did not know anything officially to 
this effect— that the government could 
carry on the business of the ooentry— 
but ho had been assured by Mr. Suiiliii. 
the leader of the house, that he cou'd 
command a sufficient support. This 



would very properly lhavet to 1 be demon- 
strated to the country. Ashe understood 
She situation now, .the ^government ihad 
Ibeeu dismissed — 
Mr. Semlin — Yes. 

"Then," asked Mr. Turner, "has His 
Honor got any advisers at the present 
time?" 

.Mr. Semlin — The Governor's intima- 
tion to me was that he would procure 
other advisers forthwith. 

Mr. Turner observed that it was ap- 
parent that the country was in the 
unique position of having no government! 
He doubted if it wore possible that there 
could he a haitus between the dismissal 
of one government and the calling into 
existence of another. 

Mr. Higgins— Yes; there. can. 

Mr. Turner did not sec.' .how this. could 
be. 

Mr. Higgins— How was it in your 
case? 

Mr. Tur.i or— There was no hiatus; the 
other gentlemen were called upon before 
I resigned— Mr. Heaven, and after him 
Mr. .Semlin. 

The leader of the opposition proceeded 
to quote Todd's Parliamentary .Practice, 
showing that the government, even with 
a substantial majority, may. on certain 
occasions, be dismissed for cause; but, 
going .a little further, while such a step 
on the part of the Governor is -strictly 
within constitutional permissibility, the 
Governor had no right to dismiss his 
ministry unless he obtained other ad- 
vises immediately. As there was no 
government in existence at the .present 
time, he didn't see how the house could 
properly sit, much less transact any pub- 
lic business. He held it to be .-a broach 
of courtesy to the house and to the coun- 
try if 1 1 iw Honor bad secured new ad- 
visors, and the house had not lieen made 
acquainted with that tact. Under the 
circumstances, he felt thill ho could con- 
sistently support the resolution. 

OAI*iC. IKYING, at so momentous a 
time as this, declared that he had strong 
personal feelings in the quest run before 
the house. As he understood tbe matter, 
tbe present .government hud not yet ac- 
cepted their dismissal by the government. 
(Laughter.) It seemed that history was 
again repeating itself. History told us 
that some kings, even, who acted thus, 
had boon 'beheaded by the representa- 
tives <it' the people. (Laughter.) On 
the present occasion, if the house could 
not go to the length of killing the king in 
fact, they should make it a point" to <lo 
it in a political way. The Lieutenant- 
Governor hail 'known I'm- tin' last two 
months that the government of Mr. Sem- 
lin dill not control the house, and at that 
time be should have put au end to their 
misery. But HYs Honor didn't want to; 
he was waiting for his opportunity 

Mr. Martin- Order. 

Mr. Speaker— Order. 

Capt. Irving— Will I have to take that 
back, Mr. Speaker? 

Mr. Speaker nodded affirmatively. 

Capt. Irving— Very wet!, Mr. Speaker. 
I will; but I said it anyhow, and I meant 
it, too. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Higgins held that the resolution 
was distinctly out of order, and referred 
Mr. Speaker to page 'AQ'.l of May with 
respect to the duty of explanation de- 
volving upon a minister leaving office, 

Mr. Turner had intended to ask if 
late leader of the government, or tin 
leader of the late government— was at 
liberty to road to me house tie com- 
munication which ho had referred to as 
received from His Honor. 

Mr. Martin— Hear, hear. 

Mr. Higgins held that on reading 
those documents to the house anil mak- 
ing the necessary explanations in con- 
nection therewith, all debate must stop. 

Mr. Booth claimed that the Iioukc 
should speak, and speak freely, if the 
Governor had been misinformed as to 
the position of the government. 

Mr. Higgins maintained that His 
Honor could receive no information on 
the subject except that contained hi the 
recorded vote of want of confidence on 
the Redistribution bill. 

Mr. Turner again asked the leader of 
the other side if he was at liberty to 
read to the house the communication Re- 
ceived from His Honor. 

Captain Irving traced the history of 
events during the past few days up to 
the point when the Governor had boon 
informed that the business of the coun- 
try could be carried on with ;t fair 
working majority. 

"Then," ho said, "he found- that his 
game was up — " 

Mr. Martin— Order, order. 

Mr. Speaker said that the member for 
Cassiar must withdraw these words. 

Captain Irving— Well, I said' em, and 
I meant 'em, and l withdraw 'em. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Martin insisted that no such 
withdrawal as this be accepted. The 
words used, and the manner in which 
they hud now been defended meant, if 
they meant anything, a direct insult to 
the Queen as represented by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 

Captain Irving— Well, then, I apolo- 
gize to the Queen. (Shouts of laughter.) 

Mr. Martin thought this only made 
matters worse. Reflections cast upon 
the Lieutenant-Governor in his oflioial 
capacity could not be justified. No hesi- 
tancy or equivocation in matters of this 
kind would be allowed. His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor in his representa- 
tive capacity, meant the Crown, and 
such remarks, when made, should bo 
withdrawn immediately and wholly. 

Mr. Speaker emphasized the same 
view and urged the member for Cas- 
siar to withdraw.

ed to carry on such non-contentious le- 
gislation as would make the country 
prosperous, and everybody happy, and 
the Governor refused to allow them to 
to do so, it wits the duty of the bouse to 
censure the Lieutenant-Governor in 
such a manner as was proposed by tins 
resolution. 

M It. POOIiBY, speaking next, asked: 
"What is this resolution brought before 
this house to-day by the gentlemen op- 
posite; Is it a resolution of condolence 
to be passeil by the house? A resolu- 
tion of condolence and attack upon the 
'Queen's representative. It was impos- 
sible for His Honor to go beyond the 
lust oflioial act of the government in 
dealing with that government; and 
when the last ollioial act was d sposed 
of bv the house last Friday it was indis- 
putatile that the government had not 
control of the house. The Governor 
could only take cognizance of otilcial 
acts; ho could not be guided by the gos- 
sip of the streets, nor by what took 
place at government caucus or opposi- 
tion caucus. He must act on the olli- 
oial record. Now, the gentlemen op- 
posite wore complaining to the house 
that they were being unfairly treated; 
that they wore being dismissed in de- 
fiance of the constitution. But how 
much mure did such a charge apply 
were these gentlemen opposite ready 
Turner— was dismissed from office? And 
wwere these gentlemen opposite ready 
then to stand up for constitutional right 
and justice? On the contrary, they were 
quite ready to condone the course of 
the Lieutenant-Governor— they were 
eager to grasp at the spoils of office— 
and not one of them could be found 
who would stand up in defence of con- 
stitutional procedure — not one of them. 
Now, the conditions were reversed. 
These gentlemen knew they hud been 
put in power unconstitutionally; and 
yet, when the same course was pursued 
towards them as to their predecessors, 
they came to the house and asked con- 
dolence. He fully agreed with the un- 
constitutionality in both cases; but in 
the present case the house certainly had 
no right to censure the Lieutenant- 
Governor— that was for a higher tri- 
bunal to deal with. Ho was surprised, 
however, at the course taken by the 
government, no member of which would 
in 1S!)S stand up for the course which 
they now held to be nothing but right 
and just. He d'd not propose to sup- 
port the resolution or any part of it.

Mr. Henderson called upon the fourth 
member for Victoria to withdraw the ex- 
pression. 

Mr. McPhillips declined to do so unless 
directly ordered to by Mr. Speaker, but 
added that he had not applied it to any 
member of the house; indeed a fraudu- 
lent meeting might well have been held 
without the presence of a single member. 
He referred lo the brief and unsatisfac- 
tory statement made to the house by the 
Premier— or the late Premier. He had 
not stated the reasons set forth by His 
Honor for his action. It might be that 
knowing the=o reasons the house would 
heartily concur with His Honor. It 
might very possibly be that tho member 
for Yale (Mr. Semlin) was r j K ht in not 
disclosing the reasons influencing His 
Honor. By constitutional practice it 
might possibly be held that only one 
could properly come forward and state 
these reasons to the house and that one 
the adviser of the Lieutenant-Governor. 
It might bo that His Honor had tho 
most-, cogent reasons. The course pur- 
sued by the government with respect to 
the desired coalition did not commend it- 
self to him. It had boon suggested that 
.the alien law would be repealed, and im- 
portant amendments would bo made to 
the eight-hour law, and the redistribution 
bill in its present form would not be pro- 
ceeded with; but had the late Prime 
Minister risen and made tho pronounce 
ments that the house and the country 
want? How could the house approve a 
policy that laid accomplished so much 
wreck and ruin to the country — that had 
operated so injuriously to capital, that 
had so interfered with industry and pro- 
gress? No intimation had boon made on 
the floor of the house to tho effect that 
Ihe late ministry had intended or de- 
cided to revoke their disastrous policy. 
The Prime Minister would not even say 
Ihat. ho intended to advise the Governor 
to grant a speedy dissolution. If he 
had done so it would possibly have been 
found that the house would have been 
ready to pa.ss till non-contentious public 
and all private legislation, and also the 
redistribution bill. Instead of this, the 
Prime Minister chose to stride ruthless- 
ly through constitutional usage and 
practice, and now asked tho house to 
condemn the Lieutenant-Governor for 
pursuing a similar course, while yet the 
house had no moans of knowing the rea- 
sons prompting His Honor to withhold 
his confidence from them. The house 
and the country had long ago withdrawn 
their confidence from the government. 
Its course with respect to the alien exclu- 
sion law, coal mines law. the redistribu- 
tion bill, and the eight-hour law in its 
present form— all operated In this direc- 
tion. To-day the house had knowledge 
that, the policy of tho gentlemen opposite 
was distinctly detrimental In tho best in- 
terests of the province. Had the Prime 
Minister told the Lieutonnnt-Governor 
that ho purposed pursuing any different 
line of policy— if he had told the house, 
tho members might have felt, perhaps, 
that the Lieutenant-Governor was not 



onio up in the way it bad 
COL. BAKER admitted that a grave 
orisis had arisen in Ihe political history 
of the province, which in a measure took 
tho question before the house out of the 
arena of party politics and compelled 
judgment to be rendered by the indivi- 
dual members upon their individual 
feelings in the matter. He went back 
to the dismissal of tho Turner ministry 
in 1S0S. which, with tho present, fur- 
nished two cases of unconstitutional 
practice in British Columbia, one em- 
phasizing the other. No one disputed 
the power of the Lieutenant-Governor 
to dissolve tho house, or dismiss his 
ministry. Such power was not, how- 
over, exeroised as a rule except for tho 
gravest reasons; and if there were such 
reasons now, they surely must have ex- 
isted ever since the house has boon in 
session. Ever since the legislature met 
the government had been engaged in 
undoing their work of last session, and 
thereby meeting tho views of tho op- 
position. It was an undoubted fact that 
since tho adverse vote of last Friday 
negotiations had been in progress be- 
tween members on both sides of the 
house whereby the government would 
have been plnced in a position to car- 
ry on tho affairs of the country. . The 
house had had from the Premier a 
statement to the effect that he had gone 
to the Lieutenant-Governor and had 
told His Honor that he had sufficient 
control of them. He (Col. Baker) had 
every reason to believe that that, state- 
ment was the truth. He hud sufficient 
respect for the important and honorable 
position of the Premier, iind more es- 
pecially for the hon. gentleman lately 
occupying that position, to know that he 
would not make such a statement if it 
were not absolutely true. In tho face 
of this, tho house hoard the position of 
his being now dismissed from his office 
and of tho Lieutenant-Governor inform- 
ing him that he had called in other ad- 
visors. This was indeed almost a du- 

In 

1808, when His Honor had dismissed 
the ministry of that day and had called 
in other advisers. 

Mr. Higgins— No one has said that 
they have boon called in. 

Mr. Semlin— His lienor stated that 
ho would seek other advisers forthwith. 
Mr. Martin— When was that? 
Mr. Semlin replied that it was con- 
tained in tho communication from His 
Honor that he had already referred to, 
received at a quarter to 12. 

Col. Baker continued that His Honor 
should have sent for his new advisers 
so that they might have at once assum- 
ed charge when he dismissed his mini- 
stry. If he did not do so it was not 
in accordance with the constitutional 
law as sot forth by Todd. The house 
had here two cases of unconstitutional 
procedure. There was no doubt that 
His Honor had unlimited power of dis- 
sinisnl, bul the practice as applied in 
these two instances was decidedly an- 
tagonistic to the principle of constitu- 
tional law, unless very cogent reasons 
presented themselves to justify the dis- 
missal!, lie hold that In the present 
case such reasons did not exist, and 
having every confidence in the state- 
ment of tho Premier, he would feel it 
his duty to vote for the resolution. 

MR. HIGGINS said there were many 
grave and urgent reasons why the gov- 
ernment should have been dismissed six 
weeks ago. The house hud sat two 
months and what had been done? A few 
trilling measures had been passed; but 
important measures had been hung up 
for many days because tho government 
did not dare press them forward. _So far 
from tho Lieutenant-Governor having 
acted with precipitation ho had been too 
lenient. Ho had been too patient with 
this death-bound government. The gov- 
ernment, contrary to precedent and de- 
cency had held on to their seats and had 
relied on the casting vote of the Speaker 
to keep them in power. Mr. Higgins 
hero quoted numerous authorities from 
Todd's Constitutional History to show 
that the government maintained by tho 
casting vote of tho Speaker was not re- 
garded as enjoying the confidence of the 
house, anil that the Governor had power 
to dismiss a ministry even if it had a 
large majority in the house. He was 
surprised at the attitude of the hon. 
member for Kootcnay (Col. Baker in 
declaring that he would vote for the re- 
solution — a resolution which bore a mis- 
statement on its face and was not worth 
the paper upon which it was written. 
The Governor should have come forward 
long ago and put the ministry out of its 
misery; no one knew this better than 
Col. Baker, and yet ho was found in fa- 
vor of this resolution. Then there was 
the loader of the opposition. Two weeks 
ago he had appealed to the gentlemen 
opposite to relieve him of a charge of 
having committed forgery and not a 
member of the government spoke a word. 

The Attorney-General— We did not 
make tho charge. 

Mr. Higgins— True; but you knew that 
a mistake had been made and now the 
leader of the opposition condemned the 
Governor 'for dismissing this ministry. 
Such magnanimity he (Mr. Higgins 
could not understand. It savored of the 
heroic. He did not blame the Governor 
for refusing to receive n patchwork quilt 
that had been made by a secret cabal in 
a room at the Driard and was offered to 
His Honor as evidence that the govern- 
ment could carry on tho business of the 
country. In conclusion, he repeated that 
the Lieutenant-Governor had acted con- 
stitutionally in dismissing his advisers, 
his only fault being that he had boon too 
kind -and had treated Ihcm with every 
consideration. „ .. - : \.->:> 

MR. KELLIB. . In his characteristic 
fashion, maintained that Mr. Semlin, 
having demonstrated that he had a 



interests of (he country as paramount. 
It was in order to secure these interests 
that considerable overtures bad been 
made to the government for a coalition, 
lie claimed (hat these overtures had 
been strictly honorable, and drew the in- 
ference that the delay in terminating 
the Semlin government indicated clearly 
the desire of His Honor to see a work- 
able coalition accomplished. He did not 
think— and there wore many like him — 
that the country wanted a general elec- 
tion, or that a general election was' ne- 
cessary. Tho coalition sought for, and 
which would have been secured had it 
not been for His Honor, would have 
worked well for the interests of the 
country. He regretted, therefore, that 
these honorable negotiations had not 
led to a successful issue. There were 
perhaps some in the house who were 
quite ready to sacrifice the country's in- 
terests for their own individual con- 
cern—he might even say that a politi- 
cal adventurer could ho found who was 
ready and willing and eager to take ad- 
vantage of the unfortunate complica- 
tions of tho situation to accomplish his 
personal ambition at the expense of the 
country; but whoever was called upon 
would have to answer to the people of 
British Columbia. He admitted freely 
that he, for one, had favored coalition 
on the assurance that legislation would 
be procured acceptable to the opposi- 
tion. Some things, of course, were ob- 
jectionable to them, hut the opposition 
was willing to sink minor differences 
of opinion for the general good of the 
country. So were the government 
members. With reference to the paral- 
lel between the dismissals of the Semlin 
and the Turner governments, and the 
charges that had been made against the 
former that they had not come forward 
and condemned the action of His Hon- 
or in the first instance, ho thought that 
they had repented now and took a very 
different view of the situation than they 
had a year and a half or two years ago, 
when dominated by an influence that

• tained in the resolution, although as it

forced to the conclusion that the present 
was the last day of the life of the pre- 
sent parliament, and lie would place 
himself on record as convinced thai the 
proposed coalition was most calculated 
to advance the best interests of the 
country, and in advocating and assent- 
ing to it members had shown that they 
were trying their utmost to promote the 
interests of their constituents and the 
country. 

. Ml!. PRENTICE enquired if either 
Mr. Martin or Mr. Dunsmuir would in- 
form the house whether or not they had 
been called on by the Governor. He 
thought they might do so out of courtesy 
t" the house and to the country. lie 
thought they should not keep the house 
waiting for such information it" they 
■could give it. 

MR. A. W. SMITH held thai some 
sort of compromise to permit the carry- 
ing through of desirable legislation— the 
repeal of the Alien Exclusion Act, the 
liquor law, amendments ta the Mineral 
Act and Placer Mining Act, so that 
Chinese and others might nut work 
without a license— should have been ar- 
rived at. An arrangement might have 
been effected with the material in the 
house whereby a good and solid govern- 
ment might have been obtained. He 
was sorry that the resolution before the 
house was so worded that he could, not 
support it. He would have liked to have 
subscribed to an expression of belief that 
the government could have formed a sat- 
isfactory administration; but as it is 
WOrded, he having always been opposed 
to the policy of the recent government, 
could not go back to his constituents 
find say that he had otuhu-sod the gov- 
ernment he had always consistently op- 
posed. It' the coalition could have been 
accomplished he believed, pending legis- 
lation of benefit to the country, could 
have been carried through, and a strong 
government obtained to carry on affairs 
in the best, interests of the country. 

Mil. HELGESEN was sorry that the 
Governor had stepped in at the most in- 
opportune time with the result that a 
great deal of valuable legislation on the 
"docket" would be killed. What the gov- 
ernment or the Governor had done in the 
past did not matter so much now — the 
ministry was done for. (Laughter.) 

■Sill, DEANE held that it was an in- 
sult for the Governor not to have in- 
formed the house either through some- 
one on the Door of the house or through I 
a notification to Mr. Speaker of the 
course that he would pursue. The house 
was not without precedent, found in New | 
Zealand for censuring Hsi Honor under 
the circumstances. 

Jilt. JOS. MARTIN thought it would 
have been much better taste if the Into 
government, instead of bringing in a 
controversial resolution had merely ask- 
ed the house to adjourn until another 
day, when their successors could have 
been announced and found time to per- 
fect their arrangements. As for the an- 
nouncement of His Honor's choice, it 
could only be made through his con- 
stitutional advisers. The reasons 
prompting His Honor to dismiss his late 
government had very possibly been 
contained in the communication to the 
leader of the late government. His Hon- 
or could not make any statement to the 
bouse through the Speaker; and whil 
withholding His Honor's reasons for 
their dismissal the late government had 
come forward and asked the house to 
pass a vote of censure on the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor— a proposition eminently 
unfair and unprecedented. Tracing the 
course of events from last Friday, when 
the want of confidence resolution, well 
considered and well weighed, had been 
adopted, Mr. Martin showed only two 
courses under the circumstances were 
open to the leader of the government 
—he might ask for a dissolution or he 
might resign. Time was only given him 
in which to decide which of these two 
courses lie would pursue. Mr. Semlin 
had evidently a very grave misconcep- 
tion of the meaning of the grant of time 
when hi 1 interpreted it as affording 
him an opportunity to open negotiations 
lor support with a view t" having that 



terested stood ready to sacrifice their 
principles in order to retain power. Ho 
had understood that n caucus had been 
held, and a coalition fixed up last night 
which was to have showed itself in the 
house. No one would assume that, for 
instance, the coming back of Mr. Pren- 
tice into the traces would justify the re- 
port of the late Premier to His Honor 
that he hud a good working majority; 
and it was to be assumed, if rumor spoke 
truly, that some members were quite 
ready to sacrifice every interest to cross 
the floor ot the house. He thought such 
conduct was deplorable — for these mis- 
guided men to go over, >r for the gov- 
ernment to accept them. How could 
they, as lion, men, go down street, and 
look the people in the face under such 
circumstances— under such treachery? If 
the Governor hail not intervened, this 
iniquitous deal probably would have been 
carried through. But the Governor had 
not dismissed the ministry; it had been 
dismissed by the vote of the bouse on 
Friday; and if His Honor had not car- 
ried into effect this judgment of the 
house he would have Indeed been grossly 
derelict in his duty. It wis the duty of 
the sovereign, standing as a silent power 
behind both political parties, to see that 
no such deals wen- carried through. It 
would have been a grave abuse indeed 
of his constitutional duty had the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, allowed the defeated 
ministry through the consummation of a 
disreputable deal to continue in olllce. 
The extension of time was granted to 
enable Mr. Semlin to adopt one of the 
two courses only permissible. He had 
not done so. ami His Honor had had no 
alternative than to dismiss him. 

Jilt. riBLMCKHN regretted that matters 
of the conililcntlnl nature Indicated should 
have been Introduced in this resolution, 
lie also held that the communication from 
the Lieutenant-Governor to Mr. Semlin 
might, with propriety, have been read and 
laid on the table. It would have been la 
the interests of the country had the rose- 
lutlon simply staled regret that the gov- 
ernment had not been permitted to carry 
through public business of advantage to 
the country. lie Interpreted the resolution 
as In no way personal to the Governor, but 
emphasized the Importance of getting 
through public and private legislation. Even 
If It were necessary to go to the country, 
the house should have cleared the decks 
of pending legislation. 

At about 5M!i, -Mr. Helmcken moved the 
adjournment of Ihe debate. 

This motion was lost, and the veto upon 
Mr. Semlln's resolution being called, It 
was carried with a majority of seven; the 
government IS vetlnur for It, with Messrs. 
linker, Irving and Helmcken, while .Messrs. 
Turner, Eberts and McBrlde were recorded 
In the negative. 

Prior to the adjournment, Mr. Turner 
asked the member for West Yale if he 
would kindly take the house into his confi- 
dence as soon as possible as to whether or 
not the government nt present existed. It 
should be known definitely whether or not 
British Columbia was standing in the 
unique position of being a country without 
any government whatever. 

Mr. Ebcrts applied to the Speaker for In- 
formation as to whether the government, or 
the late government, was still entitled to 
bring down certain returns asked for by 
him. 

Mr. Speaker Bald lie thought so. 

Mr. Helmcken Introduced a resolution of 
congratulation to the Queen and her Oen- 
ernls In connection with Crnnje's capitula- 
tion, which was unanimously and enthu- 
siastically passed, the house then adjourn- 
ing with the singing of "God Save the 
Queen" and enters for Her Gracious 
Majesty.

Potam, Sonora. Mexico, Fob. 2G.— 
The Mexican federal troops, under Gen. 
Torres', have saved Gm.yamas from the 
Yuquis by dint of the fiercest fighting 
of the war, and the sacrifice of 200 
soldiers. The town here is filled with 
wounded, and all the public buildings 
are utilized. 

Torres anticipated the surprise the 
Vaqtiis intended. The Indians were 
accompanied by ten adventurers, miners 
and cowboys, who acted as command- 
ers of separate companies of 40 men 
each. The Yaquis had also a Maxim 
gun. 

Torres reached hero on Thursday 
afternoon and decided to divide his 
army of 500 men into two divisions. 
The' first and strongest, Hanked by the 
gunboat Democrat!, left here at day- 
break on Friday morning. No scouts 
preceded the forces, and the first inti- 
mation of the presence of the Yaquis 
was a withering fire from the Maxim 
and the rifle volleys from concealed 
fortifications in a dense thicket. 

The first division retired in confusion 
nud was sheltered on higher ground 
along the river. More than 100 men 
fell at this fire. The Demicrati then 
steamed up and swept the thicket with 
her guns, but evidently ineffectively. 
Her forward decks were swept and Un- 
protected upper deck peppered with 
bullets from the Maxim. Ten suilors 
and First Lieut. Rambola of the army 
were killed. Tin; Democrat! drifted 
for more than half a mile, until a bend 
in the river sheltered her. 

Late in the afternoon hill signals 
showed the waiting commander of the 
first division that the second detach- 
ment had reached the neighboring 
heights to the southeast in its Hank 
movements. 

A simultaneous movement was then 
made from the front and Hank, and the 
Indians retreated. The Maxim gun, 
disabled and useless, was brought into 
Potam, and ~;t Indians, the official re- 
port states, were found dead. There 
was no pursuit, and the Indians must 
have withdrawn in good order. 

Luring the first lire of the Yaquis 21! 
Mexican federals were driven into the 
river in a panic and drowned. The 
total Mexican loss was '221. 

The Deniocrnti has been taken to 
Gunyamas for repairs. 

This is the first time the Yaquis have 
made use of fortifications.

To aid a llailway Company to be formed 
for the purpose of- acquiring and 
operating: the Victoria & Sidney 
Railway and extending the same, 
and operating a Ferry System be- 
tween Sidney or the terminus of such 
extension on the Soanich Peninsula 
and some convenient point on the 
Mainland of British Columbia, 
Whereas, under and by virtue of the "Mu- 
nicipal Clauses Act" the Council of every 
Municipality may from time to time make 
by-laws for subscribing for any number of 
shares In the capital stock of any Incorpor- 
ated railway and for exempting the yards 
and works of any such company from tax- 
ation for a term not exceeding ten years, 

Provided that no shares shall bo sub- 
scribed for any Company whose lines, 
bridges and works are not either wholly or 
In part within the limits of the Munici- 
pality; 

And, Whereas, by certain Articles of 
Agreement bearing date the tenth day of 
January, lOOO, certain powers, and privi- 
leges were granted by the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria to Joseph A. Saywnrd, 
David Spencer, Frederick B, Pemberton, 
Wlllam Muusle and Clement E. Renotif, 
(thereinafter called "The Trustees") nud 
which said agreement Is In the words uud 
figures following: 

Agreement made and entered Into this 
tenth day of January, luoo, between the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, In the 
Province of British Columbia, hereinafter 
called "The Corporation," of the first part, 
and Joseph A. Say ward, merchant; David 
Spencer, merchant; Frederick B, Pember- 
ton, financing agent; William Mnnsle, mer- 
chant; and Clement B. Rcnouf, merchant; 
all of the City of Victoria, aforesaid; here- 
inafter called "The Trustees," and their 
assigns, of the second part; 

Whereas, the Trustees are desirous of 
forming a company (hereinafter called and 
referred to as "The Company ") for the 
purpose of acquiring and operating the 
Victoria & Sidney Railway and of extending 
the same Into the business part of the 
City of Victoria, and also If found neces- 
sary or expedient to extend the same to 
some convenient harbor north of Sidney; 
for the purpose of establishing and operat- 
ing a ferry system between Sidney or the 
terminus of such extension on the Saanlch 
nlnsula and some convenient point on 
the Mainland of British Columbia, south of 
the Fraser river and north of the Interna- 
tional boundary, and also for the purpose 
building, equipping and operating a 
line of railway from such point as afore- 
said on the mainland through the Munici- 
palities and Districts of Delta, Surrey, 
Langley, Mataqul, Swnas and Chllliwack, 
to the town of Chllliwack or Cectrevllle, In 
the Province of British Columbia; 

And whereas, for the purposes and for 
the benefit of the Company the Trustees 
have requested the Corporation to grant 
them certain rights, franchisee, powers 
and privileges and to subscribe for and be- 
come the holders of shares of the capital 
stock of the Company to an amount not 
edlng Ave hundred thousand dollars 
($300,000.00) ; 

Now therefore this agreement, In con- 
sideration of the premises and of the' cove- 
nants hereinafter contained on the part of 
ach of the parties hereto to be done and 
performed witnessed as follows: 
1; The Trustees shall and will Immediate- 
on the assent of the electors of the said 
Corporation being obtained to a by-law 
authorizing the Corporation to subscribe 
for shareo of the capital stock of the Com- 
pany petition, the Legislative Assembly of 
the Province of British Columbia and the 
Parliament of Canada or either ot them nt 
the next ensuing sitting thereof to pass an 
act Incorporating the Company hereinbefore 
referred to with an authorized capital of 
not exceeding two million dollars ($2,000,- 
000.00), and. for all the powers, rights, priv- 
ileges and franchises necessary and proper 
to enable the Compimy most elTectually to 
carry out Wle objects above set forth and 
such othor objects as the Trustees may 
deem advisable. 

2. That in the event of the passing of 
such an act by either or both of the said 
legislative authorities the Trustees shall In 
conformity with the provisions of such 
act and of the general Railway Act appli- 
cable thereto, organize the Company for 
the purpose o£ currying oat the objects 
aforesaid, and that Immediately on the or- 
ganization of the Company the Corporation 
shall subscribe for shares of the capital 
slock of the Company to the par value of 
the hundred thousand dollars ($500,000.00), 
and the Corporation shall thereupon be en- 
titled and subject to all the rights and 
liabilities of shareholders In the said Coia- 
Diiay. 

Provided, however, that the' Corporation 
shall Incur no liability In respect to Its 
subscription for the said shares unless and 
until the Company shall have either by the 
sale of Its shares at par, or by Municipal, 
Provincial or Federal bonuses, grants, or 
guarantees In aid of the construction of the 
said undertaking, or have had otherwise se- 
cured to It for the purposes of Its undertak- 
ing, a sum of not less than three hundred 
thousand dollars ($:500,000.00). 

3. The Trustees hereby undertake and 
agree that the Company shall not In or by 
any special act of incorporation which may 
be' obtained in respect thereof, or other- 
wise, vary or cause to be varied the pro- 
vision of section 34, sub-section 5, of the 
British Columbia Railway Act. The share- 
holders of the Company (including the Cor- 
poration) shall be entitled to one vote In 
respect of each and every share held by 
them In the Company. 

I. So soon as the matters mentioned In 
the tlrst and second paragraphs hereof are 
carried cut and the Oonipnny has acquired' 
capital sufficient for Its purposes, the Coin- 
pa::;.' shall forthwith acquire either by Pur- 
chase, lease or otherwise, the property ami- 
assets of the Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Company, and shall proceed to construct; 
a railway of standard gauge from some con- 
venient point as aforesaid on the Mainland 
of British Columbia to the town or Chllli- 
wack or Cestrevllle by the route hereinbe- 
fore mentioned. 

fj. The Corporation hereby glvos and 
grants unto the said Company the right 
and power to pass over, across ami along 
such streets and highways of the Corpor- 
ation as the Company and the Corporation 
may deem most suitable for such purposes, 
lying between the present terminus of the 
Victoria & Sidney Railway, on Hillside 
Yvenue, In the said City of Victoria, and 
some point nt or near the harbor front in 
the said City, 

Provided however, that no system 
of double tracking shull be permit- 
ted on any streets of the city, and that 
such extension of the said Victoria & Sid- 
ney Railway shall connect with the rail- 
way of the Esquimau & Nanalmo Railway 
Company, and that the route of the pro- 
posed extension of the sild Victoria & Sld- 
aev Railway and the construction thereof 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
Municipal Council, City Engineer or 
some other competent person appointed or 
approved by the Corporation, and all re- 
pairs additions or alterations of the same 
shall be subject to the same approval. 

The Company shall be liable for all 
damages arising out ot the construction 
or operation of the works herein contem- 
plated within the municipality. 

7 If the Company neglect to keep Its

22 From nnd nfter the first day of Sep- 
tember, 1001, the Company shnll In the 
event of the City of Victoria being called 
upon to pav any Interest upon the bonds 
of the Victoria & Sidney Railway under 
the By-law in aid of the Victoria & Sidney 
Railway Company finally adopted by the 
Municipal Comicll on the 20th day of July, 
1802, indemnify and save harmless the Cor- 
poration from nny and all such payments 
thereafter to become due and payable um- 
der and by virtue of the said By-law, and 
of nnd from all claims or demands lu re- 
spect, thereof.

London, Feb. 27, 5.02 p.m.— The war 
office hus received the following addi- 
tional despatch from Lord Roberts: 

"Paurdeberg, Tuesday morning, 11 
o'clock.— From information furnished 
daily to be by the intelligence department 
it became apparent that Gen. Cronje's 
force was becoming more depressed and 
that the discontent of the troops and the 
discord among the leaders was rapidly 
increasing. This feeling was doubtless 
accentuated by disappointment caused 
among the Boer reinforcements which 
tried to relieve General Cronje, 
and were defeated by our troops on 
February 23. I resolved, therefore, 

To Bring Pressure to Bear, 
upon the enemy. Each tiight 
the trenches were pushed forward 
toward* the enemy's ht'ngcr 'So 
us to gradually contract his position, and 
at the same time I bombarded it heavily 
with artillery, which wits yesterday 
gre iUv aided by the arrival of four six- 
inch howitzers, which I had ordered 
from DeAnr. In carrying out these 
measures, a captive balloon gave great 
assistance by keeping us posted of the 
dispositions and movements of the enemy. 
At 3 a.m. : to-day , 
A Most 'Dashing Advance was Made by 

the ' Canadian Regiment 
and some ' Engineers, supported by the'lst 
Gordon 'Highlanders and Second Shrpp 
shire, resulting in our gaining n point 
some seven hundred yards , nearer thi 
enemy, nfid within about eighty yard! 
of his trenches, whore our men entrench 
ed themselves and maintained their posi- 
tions until morning. A ■ gallant deed 
worthy of our colonial comrades, nnd 
Which, I am glad' to Bay, was attended 
by comparatively slight loss. Tins np- 
parentlv clinched mutters, for at day- 
light to-day, |i letter signed by Gen. 
Cronje, in which he staled that he sur 
rendered unconditionally, was brought to 
our outposts under a Hag of truce. In 
reply 

I Told Gen. Cronje 
he must present himself at any 
camp and that his "force must 
conk- out of their . lunger, after 
laying down their ureas. By "7-. a. 
m. I received Gen. Cronje and despatch- 
ed a telegram to you announcing the fact. 
In the -course of conversation he asked 
for kind treatment at our hands, and 



also that his wife, grandson, private sec- 
retary, adjutant and servants might ac- 
company him wherever he might be 
sent. I reassured him and told him his 
request would be complied with. I in- 
formed him that a general olllcer would 
be sent with him to Capetown to ensure 
his being treated witli proper respect en 
route. He will start this afternoon un- 
der charge of Major-General Prettyman, 
who will hand him over to the general 
commanding ut Capetown. The prison- j 
ers. who number about three tlious- j 
nil, will be formed into commandos tin- I 
der their own otlicers. They will nlso j 
leave hero to-day, reaching the Modderj 
Hiver to-morrow, when they will be niU-j 
ed to Capetown in detachments," i 
Guns and Officers, ! 

LoudoUi Pel). 2?, 0.25 p.m.— The gut;s 
aptured from the Transvaal forces I 
were three 75 centimeter Krupps, nine j 
one pounders, and one Maxim gun. From 
the Free Staters the British captured i 
one 75 centimetre Krupp, and one Max- 
im gun. 

The officers captured besides. On. 
Piet Cronje, include the following well- 
known commanders: Chief Command- 
ant M. J. Wolverans, h. member of the 
Volksraad, field cornet Frus, a Scan- 
dinavian; Major Albrecht, the famous 
German artilleryman, and Major Deitse, 
the distinguished German officer respon- 
sible for most of the splendid engineer- 
ing works of the Boers since the com- 
mencement of the wur. 

The News in Parliament. 

London, Feb. Si.— Lord Roberts' des- 
patches were read in both the House of 
Lords and the ''House of Commons to- 
day. The reference to the Canadians 
evoked immense and prolonged cheering. 
The enthusiasm exhibited in parliament 
over Lord 'ltubvrts' graphic details of 
the surrender "of Gen. Cronje, spread 
quickly to the streets. Crowds of peo- 
ple again '.'gathered about the war otllee 
and other bulletin places, in spite of the 
rain that was falling at the time nnd 
which had been falling since morning. 
Frequent cheering was heard for "Bobs" 
who'is,the hero of the hour, and one old 
soldier ' became so excited in receiving 
the details of the victory that he fell 
down dead. 

Rejoicing in London. 

In the omre frequented parts of the 
metropolis flags were few and far be- 
tween, and in Pall Mall, where the wur 
office is situated, there was no bunting 
llyjng, while only one flag Hew over the 
Strand, but in the east end of London 
there were many small Hags waving 
from the windows of Bqualid dwellings 
and as the evening fell Londoners gave 
themselves up to unrestrained rejoicing. 

On all sides the gallantry of the Cana- 
dians was much commented upon. Cable 
despatches poured in from the colonies 
and the settlements announcing that the 
rejoicing in these parts of the world over 
Lord Roberts' victory was no less en- 
thusiastic than in Great Britain itself. 
Bombay nnd Gibraltar, for instance, re- 
ported masses of bunting nnd that cheer- 
ing crowds were filling their streets. 
Mnjuba Indeed Avenged. 

Loudon, Feb. 27.— "Majuba avenged, 
Cronje surrenders, great British vic- 
tory!" These are expressions being 
shouted all over London to-day, yet there 
arc tew outward signs of the national 
joy that Lord Roberts' despatch has 
really caused. The capitulation of Cron- 
je had been looked upon as almost a cer- 
tainty for a week past, nnd now that it 
has come, enthusiasm finds itself dis- 
counted by anticipation. The magnitude 
'of the success of "Little Bobs" v» almost 
overlooked in the satisfaction at the fact 
that it synchronized with the anniver- 
sary of Majuba Hill, and winnd out n 
score of IS years' standing. While the 



afternoon papers all comment upon this 
happy coincidence they do not forget the 
bravery or the enemy, 

The St. James Gazette says: "The 
splendid courage of the Boers has not 
been able to withstand any longer the 
bombardment which few modern sol- 
diers could have supported for so many 
hours as they have days. The 

Influence of the Surrender 
not only upon the situaiion at Ladysmith, 
but on the whole conduct of the war will 
be immense. If the news of the relief of 
Ladysmith only reaches England to-day, 
and it is quite possible this may be the 
case, the cup of national happiness would 
be full." 

The Globe, under the heading "Ma- 
juba Avenged," Baysi "We shall not 
jump ut the conclusion that the war is 
over, but that « victory has been gained 
which brings the end well in sight. Cron- 
je no doubt succeeded in delaying Rob- 
erts' entrance into Bloemfontein, but the 
delay is ail he has been able to accom- 
plish." 

Speculation is rife as to how soon 
Roberts will be able to press on to 
Bloemfontein, but before he shall enter 
the capital of the Free State it is expect- 
ed her that he will have to overcome a 
powerful force and ta.ke strong en- 
trenchments. 

The News at Windsor. 

The news of Gen. Cronje's surrender 
was received with unbounded satisfac- 
tion at Windsor. The Queen immediate- 
ly telegraphed her congratulations to 
Lord Roberts and the troops. 

The inhabitants of Windsor seized the 
occasion of Her Majesty driving through 
the town on her way to take the train 
for a visit to the wounded South African 
soldiers at Netley Hospital, to give vent 
to their delight. The Queen, who was 
looking remarkably well, showed evident 
signs of deep satisfaction, smiling con- 
tinually and bowing In response to the 
congratulatory greeting:) on all sides. 
Her Majesty took quantities of flowers 
to distribute to the wounded. 

All the garrison towns and ports re- 
ceived the news with the liveliest satis- 
faction, soldiers and sailors vicing with 
each others in display of delight.
